VV hich ſimilitude, as it hath 


great light to induce vs to conceiue the ex- 


hortation of ſcripture ſtudies, and heauenlie 

meditations, ſo yet ſhall it further euforce vs, 

if wee contider it cloathed in the fit circum- 

ſtances of time. For like as a man that is to

ſtriue for a maſtrie, doeth ſo much the more

nes of our time (if we waie it well) quicken 
our care, & ſtir vp our vttermoſt endeuour, 
to fruſtrate euen all the inconueniences ther- 
of whatſocuer. And certainly if wee ſtand 
vpon this circumſtance of time, whether 
we behold the ſhortnes or the cuilnes there- 
of, either vray it will bee concluded, that if 
we loue our owne ſaluation, and hope to at- 
taine that crown of lite, it ſtandeth ys vpon, 
to ſhape out ſo much time, to the ſcarch and 
ſtudie of the ſcriptures of God, as that wee 
may worthely be numbred with the, which 
the Prophet Dauid ſaith, do meditate vpon 
the law of God both date and night. For it 
the Lorde iuſtlie require obedicnce to his 
will, and withall mercifullie haue left vs the 
exact fourme thereof in his word, how ſhall 
not we be guiltie of our own blood ſpilling, 
if by ignorance we erre, and by erring enkin- 
dle his hote diſpleaſure againſt vs? The ſhort. 
nes of time muſt whet vs on more egerly, 
whether wee think of the ficklenes of mans 
lite 
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life (whoſe breath is in his noſthrils) or els 
of the diſſolution of all things, ſo readie nov 
at hand. The ſhortnes and vncertain ſtate of 
this life, mult tell vs in the mids of our tem- 
porall profits and pleaſures, when our affec. 
tions would begin to feed vpon them, and 
our hearts offer to ſit downe in them, that! it 
may in no wile be ſo with vs, wee may paſſe 
through as with a light touch, the neceſſarie 
and lawful vſe of theſe thiugs, but our dwel- 
ling mult (till bee in remouing tentes, vntill 
wee come to Canaan. V ca it muſt daily crie 
in our eares, break off, & be brief in all things 
belonging to bodely prouiſid, tor great mat- 
ters halle you to ſet in order, and verie little 
time to do them in. Alſo it ſhall ypbraid vn- 
to vs our negligẽce (it we faile in this watch- 
fulnes) as lauouring ſtrongly of hypocriſie: 
when itſhall ſtir vp the witneſſe of our own 
conſcience againſt vs, that wee are not ſo 
4 : carcfull for heauenly things, as for the earth- 
ly. Now if tothe ſhortnes of mans age, we 
; * adioy ne the ruinous cõdition of this Wel 
rcadie (for ought we know) cuerie moment 
to fall from the found ations(and vvhich ſhal 
F bee done ſodenly vvithout vvarning vvhen 
it commeth) there ſeemeth to bee no corner 
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for fooliſh ſecuritie to hide her head in. But 
che arguments that might be dravvne, from 
6 the ini. quitie and malice of the preſent time, 
are yet lit it vvere poſsible)more vehement. 
For vv hether vve labour to learne the feare 
ol God, or yet ſer foorth our ſelues to prac- 
tile che ſame ſincerely, in either vvay is dan- 
ger, and offenſiue plac es to fall vpon. The 
Dcuil k NOV vech his time to be but ſhort, aud 
therciore he beſtirretch his ſtumps moſt bu- 
ly. Ag ainſt vvc ſhould! learne, he fr rayeth vs 
vvith bo relies and diſſentions in the church. 
W. hileſt Me are learning, he ſeeketh to en. 
Hare vs vv ith vnſoundnes. Ifboth theſe faile 
him, vet in our practiſe, he vvill heape vpon 
our backes reproaches and perſecutions, till 
vve groane again. It is hard to ſait, vvhether 
thoſe that he holdeth back vvith the firſt en- 
vine, or cls they that hee ouerthrovveth 
vvith the tvvo latter, be moe in nũber. That 
there are verie manie of the firſt ſort, vvee 
may gather by this common aud prophane 
Obiecti on: NV þ. it rel; gion ſbould w Crest T p, 
whe wee ſee £ manie opinions in the world? 
Or who my ou we beleene,when the Preachers 
ALICE not umong themſelues? T iis obiection 
(1 lac) bein commonly iu tlie mouthes of 
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high & lovv, as it nakedly bevyraterh their 
ſhameful ignorance in the ſcriptures, ſo doth 
i openlie diſcouer the rottennes that is in 
their hearts before the Lorde. For vvere it 
not, that they haue ſetled themſclues vpon zepke, 
their les, and like it beſt of all, to be ignorant 
of the vvay of truth leſt their darknes ſhould 
be controlled by the light therof, they ſhould 
finde in che ſcriptures ſtrong leaners , to lift 
out oftheir vvaie tlus ſtumbling block. The 
Lord by Afoſes telleth the «children of I ruell, peut. . 
that if a falſe Prophet ſhould riſe vp amöõgſt

Now 
Ahcarc you ſap, But that men mate be ſure belie 
them not, but ſpeake that, Wh:ch is tos truc of them, 
it ſhalbe now ſhe wed, how ſleighitlie they peracrt holy 
ſcripture for the preofe ef that which 15 liyac to their 
charge, | Firſt let vs call to minde, E. g.) the 
qucſſ ion, herein lieth the controuerſie vetwirt 
vs. This is it, N Hhether the preachers of the goſpel 
reache, that ¶ ſurert, Extertioners, (ouetous men, 
proude men, Leacherous perſons, drunkaraes, glut- 
tons, &. Hauing no ſparkles vertue or grace ap- 
pearmy in them, and continumg without ceaſſing in 
the foreſayd: ſbines, maie not wit hiſtandimge afjure 
the- ſeluts, to be the elett chilaren of God, ſo as 
they cannot poſſibih bee dawned what ſin ſoener they 


commit: onlie ſo, that, they ſometime condemne this 


euill in them ſelues, approue the centrærie codlees, 
bhelieue that their ſinnes are pardoned in Chriſt, loue 
theſe their teachers, deſire to heare delectable ſe- 
mens. This you ſtillie auoutbe, J vtterlie denie 
it, and put pou to the pꝛoofe of it: vou beginne 
to pꝛooue it thus: T hey peruert halic ſcriptures to 
that ende, there ſoʒe they ſaie fomnch in eſtect. 
J deny they peruert holp ſcriptures to that end. 
Nowe gtue vs your inſtances. The firſt place 
(which you call poyſen) is this: / aul (ſay they) 
was a ſanc tiſicd man, & the chilae of God, and yet he 
fealt no good thing dwelling in hit fleſhe,but the euill 
fruiterthercocſe yea, he fealt « laweor power of ſinne 
in his

in his members, forcing bim to doo the cull he would 
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nor, and to leaue undone the good het woulde, and ſo 
leading hins captiue to comms! ſinne. 

It vou had meant ſincerelte, you would haue 
pꝛoduced nothing of their owne againſt tem, 
without notinge their names, oꝛ coatinge ſuch 
places in their wꝛitinges, as might untnes pour 
repoꝛte. This by the waic. Nowe to the place, 
wherby pou would gaine peur cauſe, if Huld 
grant vnto pon, that this place of Pu is miſin⸗ 
terpꝛeted by them (which you thall neuer gaine 
at my hands) yet, how can you out of this place 
make god pour accuſation againſt them: Was 
it fo2 lack of will, oꝛ ſkill, that you ſhew not how 
vou gather pour cõcluſion, out of this aſſertion? 
That pour will is good, experience teacheth vs: 
that pour (kill is not ſufficient, argueth moꝛe 
pꝛide. Remember (E. .) that you ſaid not bare- 
lie ou would ſhew how. I hey peruert holie ſcrip- 
tures, But how they peruert them, to pꝛoue this, 
Which pon lap to their charge: Now if pou ſhew 
a hundꝛeth cuidences, and pet neuer a one. that 
ſpecifſieth that lande you claune, what iudge will 
giue ſentence on your ſide? So, though it were 
poſſibie fo? you , to charge the miniſters of the 
goſpell, with manie other crimes, and pet faile 
in the p:ofc cf this one, you haue nowe vader- 
taken, all this labour in pour ſoꝛie boke is loſt: 
nate, I would it were fo loſt, as it might not ber 
found, to redouble peur condemnation. But let 
vs examine that which pou haue left at nber tie. 
If by this place pou aide ame thinge at all fo: 
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pour cauſe, then thus you reaſon : A chat vn- 
derſtand this place of P aul, thus dooe it to conclude 
that Which I haxe laide to their charge , but the 
Preacheas of the Goſpell generally vnderſtande it 
ſo;, therefore they dooe it to that end, But that 
the firſt part of your argument hath no truth in 
it,J would grant pour concluſion, Fo2 3 grant 
the p2eachers of the goſpell generally, do intcr- 
pꝛete that place ſo, and thereto? c J rightly pꝛo⸗ 
nounced of pon, that you accuſe not the Church 
of England onlie, of Libertine pꝛeaching, but al 
others of the goſpell like wiſe, thꝛoughout Chꝛi⸗ 
ſtendome, with it. But wee will not pet thzow 
a wais pour argument, but rather p2oſecute it to 
the vt-moſt, to ſee if ante pith of reaſon maie bee 
found in it. This plate of Paul, thus vnderſtod, 
what can it conclude? Fozſoth, that a regene⸗ 
rate man, and elea childe of God, ſo long as hee 
beareth fleſh and bloud about with him, cannot 
be free from all ſinne. The reaſon is, becauſe ſo 
notable a veſſell as Paul, teſtifieth ſo- much of 
him ſelfe. Now ſir, is it all anc, to ſaie, the rege⸗ 
nerate man is not free from all ſinne, with this, 
That Drunkards, Gluttons, Leachours, &c. though 
they continue in their ſinnes without ceaſſinge, mais 
neuertheleſſe aſſure them. ſelues to be ſaued, if they 
behene their ſinnes are pardoned in Chriſte , &c? 
And do all that conclude the firſt point, auouche 
the latter leaſing? J hope, by this time, your im⸗ 
pudencie in this pointe is open. The ſccond in⸗ 
ſtaunce you bꝛing vs is this: Bur they obiett that 
Paul wirneſſeth ef hins-ſelfe that he had a pricke in

which pou charge them withall? Els, why do 
pou not vncouer the danger ofthis interpꝛetati⸗ 
on, and make manifeſt , how it leadeth to that 
terrible downefall of peſtilent perſuaſion afoze- 
ſaid 2 All that haue common ſenſe in them, ſee 
that this place, (noting onlie holie Paul to haue 
his infirmities) hatcheth no ſuch monſter, as 
vou, in a ſpirituall dzunkennes, haue dꝛeamed 
of. And thus you go foꝛward to a third inſtance. 
It is ſet aowne ( ſay they ) for a certaine point of doc- 
erine, that the ſpirit luſteth agamſ} the 1 1, and the 
fleſh luſteth agamſt the ſpirit, ſo that ye cannot do the 
things ye Would, This, confirming the interpꝛe⸗ 
tation of the firſt place of Paul. ſetteth the picture 
of pour minde, as it were in a glaſſe, befoꝛe mine 
cies : wherein J ſe , that ſome godlie men ha- 
uing taken paines with vou, to remoue vou frõ 
pour errours, and namely from this, which you 
hold, That the regenerate man hath full power to 
abſtame from all ſin, and to doo the works of righte- 
ouſnes, haue in their conference vꝛged pou with 
theſe places of Paul, which pou refiſting , as a 
man voide of all vnderſtanding, can make no 
difference betwene light and darknes, life and 
death, heauen and hell.

This 
man is deſperately bent to launder,that foꝛgeth 
falſe obtections to feed the fire of his quarrell 2 At 
ante your friends (?. G.) think it not likely that 
you foꝛged it, becauſe you made it no moꝛe pꝛeg⸗ 
nant foꝛ the pꝛwfe of pour canſe, let them know, 
that as this argument hath not vertue enough 
to cleare pou of tuft ſuſpition, though vou be ſuf-

Therefoze take vnto you this 
ſaping of wiſe Sa, as a glaſſe wherein to 
ſe pour ſelfe , if poſſibly ante pzick of remoꝛſe 
mate pearſe info you : Fooliſhnes is ioy to him

Pet oz J palle, let it be noted 
in this place, that of theſe fix witneſſes, which 
you haue (ind&dc) not oꝛderlie pꝛoduced, but 
foꝛtibly haled into the Court, to teſtiſie fo2 you, 
not one of them would do vou that fauour, as 
to giue pou a god countenance , but pꝛeſentlie

M herefoꝛe now at length, being ſomewhat

unto with It is writen: ¶ he (hall giue his an-

latrous woꝛſhip, which cheweth they are per- 
ſuaded there is a God) ſeeme to differ but a litle 
from the verie bꝛuit beaſts. Among thoſe of 
greater knowledge, let vs reckon the ciuiler na⸗ 
tions, euen the Rowans x Gracias themſelues: 
and of all theſe, the Apoſtle Paul maketh two oꝛ⸗ 
ders: one both impudentlip cõmitting ſin, æ alſo 
deſcending the dvers thereof. Another ſoꝛt moze 
ſtaunch and reitrained ſo far of defending, as 
that they repꝛchend ſin in others. And this be- 
ing the beſt kinde (as J may ſpeake) of naturall 
men, pet if we loke vpon him wel, we (hal find, 
(though he caried a general! courſe of life, bent 
vnto veitue, God ſo bꝛideling his euil affection, 
like as he voth the affecdions ol manie ciuil men 
in this life, ſo far fazth, as he ſeeth it expedient, 
foꝛ pꝛeſeruatid of the generalitie of things) that 
his heart was neuer taken with loue of the law 
of God, his minde neuer delighted in it, much 
leſle his will and purpoſe bent to pzactiſe it: all 
the ciuil honcſtie of his life, comming from ſome 
vncleane fountaines of wo2ldly reſpects, Fo2 
ſome are reſtrained and kept back with ſhame, 
ſome with feare cf lawes, from bꝛeaking out in⸗

whoſoeuer is ouercome in fight), is diligent to 
apply himſelfe after warde, to ſerue his pleaſure 
that ouertame him. Now what is the dzift ol 
this compariſon:but fo ſhew,by one pꝛoper note 
of both, that the ſeruitude is alike in both con- 
queſts. MNher by the carnall pꝛofeſſoꝛs might ſee, 
that howſoeuer they perſwaded themſelues of 
freedom and libertie with the childzen of God, 
though they followed their luſts ſtil, making the 
Goſpel a pzofection of their loſenes, yet ſhould 
their daylie iniquities, in ſpite of their beardes, 


-. argue againſt them, that they are no leſſe the ſer- 


uants of ſinne, ſceing they occupie themſelues in 


the wozkes thereof, then we ſe them to appeare 
ſeruants ot their conquerours, who apply them 


poariſon of vnlike endes. Now hauing here the 


ſelues to do their commandements: and this the 


Apoſtle amplifleth in the next verſe, by a com-

tull purpoſe and meaning of the Apoſtle , what 


warrant haue we, to ſtraine the compariſon, to

were warrantable fo2 E. C. herchence to infer * 


a reſiſtance, becauſe there is mention of a victo- 
rie: why might not another of as euil a ſpirite,

uing ſin aboundantlie, ſhall neuer be bꝛought 
to death therby, becauſe we know, it is ſo by the 
law of armes, that he that peeldeth his life, # his 


ſeruice to his tonquerour, is accepted into grace, 
and neuer endangered ante mo2e, ſo long as hee 


abideth faithfull vnto him? but that the erroꝛ is 


infinite, that commeth by this maner of dealing 
with compariſons in the ſcriptures, this one ex⸗ 
ample thall be in ſtead of manie others: euen the 


parable of the vniuſt Steward in the Go- 


ſpel, which, if a man of an vncleane ſpirite, 
ſhould come to handle, accoꝛding to the ſeuerall 
partes of it, he might make plaine foting loꝛ ma- 
nileſt theft in the 8. verſe, and all kind of oppzel- 
ſion, and popiſh merits in the 9. verſe: and that 
cleane belide the purpoſe of our Sauioꝛ Chailt, 


who in al that parable, had ſimply this meaning. 


to ſhelw that the care and pꝛouidence of the chil- 
dꝛen of God, touching the eternall life, is euen 
farre ſhoꝛt ofthe care that pꝛophane woꝛldlings 
haue in tempoꝛall things. Other circumſtances, 


. of the particulier pꝛactiſes of the ſteward, in ac- 


compliſhing his foꝛecaſt, are of no regarde in all 
the matter. Thus haue you all the arguments, 
this god patrone can bzinge fo2 his naturall 
man: which being poꝛe two, and to to weake, 
yea falſe and fabulous, pet he is ſo foliſh, as to 
calt his plot out of them, and make —

ſhame taketh the fooliſh out of the way. Mis ver.. 
wiſe collection of abſurdities, with his lying re⸗ 
poꝛts oft repeated, + other railings, J willingly 
palle bp, as thinges that cſcaped him, immedt- 
atly vpon his wakening out of that dzcame, 
wherein he thought we had held the inner man 
fo be the ſpirite of God. Where he taketh the 
inward man, both of the regenerate and vnre- 
generat perſon, but foꝛ the heart, minde, oꝛ cons 
ſcience, thus far equaling either, with the other, 
ignoꝛantlp, arrogantly, and without all ground 
of ſcripture, what ſhould J anſwere ? let it goe 
loꝛ me, to the fulfilling of the meaſure of his fol- 
lie. In the reſt of this diutſion he hath pꝛomiſed 


do ſtand vpon two points. 1. To reconſile ſome 


ſcriptures Which ſeeme at firſt bluſh to (ay the con- 
trarie. 2. T oſhew What difference the holy Ghoſt 
maketh betweene the inner man of the good, and the 
inner man of the bad, In thefirſt his ignoꝛance is 
wofull , and in the latter his impudencie wons 
derfull. Nis ¶ ſome ſcriptures ] fall out to bee but 
one plate, and that not the molt pꝛegnant foz 
this purpoſe: fo where the queſtion is, whether 
the naturall man bee endued with an inwarde 
man, he bꝛingeth that place to the Coz, which . co. . 
denpeth the naturall man to be able, to perceiue 
the thinges that be ol God: which though it bee 
mightier againſt hun, then hee oz his can euer 
E 2 anſwere

anſwere , yet becauſcit concerneth knowledge 
chieflp,and toucheth not the aff: con dircalp, it 
appearcth he was willingly, and therefoꝛe wo⸗ 
fully ignoꝛant of all other places, which cut the 
combe,and ſpoile all the powers of his naturall 
man, concerning the righteouſnes of God. Suf- 
fictent ot᷑ ſuch places, haue J ſet downe befoze, 
where J haue done the naturall man his right, 
But now ſith E. G. hath bzought out this place 
as eaſieſt foʒ hum to anſwere, let vs ſ& how well 
he will auoide it. The argument it afoꝛdeth, is 
of this ſoꝛte:he that is not able to vnderſtand the 
0 ſpeciall righteouſneſſe of God, is much leſſe able 
to will it, but the naturall man is not able ſo 
much as to vnderſtand it, therefoꝛe much lefſe to 
will it. J meane by ſpeciall righteouſneſle the 
ſpeciall foꝛme thereof, which God pꝛopoundeth 
vnto men: which is the ſenſe of this place to the 
Corinthes,agreeable to the 17, verſe cf the 1, 
chap.ofthe Epiſtle to the Romanes. Fo2 other- 
wiſe, we know, the Npoſtle alloweth the p20- 
phane Gentile, to haue a cerfaine generall no- 
Konig 16. tion, and vnderſtanding ol God and his law, but 
bci. becauſe it is not, noz can not bee, accozding to 
14 Sods pzeſcribed rule, (vea though that rule bee 
ud. amongſt them, )tbcrefoze is it ſaide alſo, to be e- 
«i nemitie againſt God. As foz the argument, 
dom. 5. . E.G. belike ſawit not: foz he anſwereth neuer 
Wh a woꝛde. But to this text of the Corinthes, he 
e 5 oppoſeth a place ofthe Romanes, where the na-

heart, Out of which two places, he would faine

the fozmer. But haſt maketh walt & accompa- 
nieth daunger. Two places of ſcripture , that 
by woꝛdes ſme contrarie, can not be eaſelie oꝛ 
bndoubtedly reconciled, without the th2&xvof a 
third place (at the leaſt) to ſowe them together. 
And that third place, muſt not be the woꝛd of a 


man, but the wozdof God. Fo2 he, that ſhall 


peece his owne wo2des, vnto the wozdes of the 


liuing God, ſhall haue the plagues added vnto Apoc-22.48. 


him, mentioned in the wozd of God. Pet E. g. 
in reconciling theſe places, deliuereth his owne 
ſenſe, without teſtimonie of other ſcripture fo2 
the ſame. Therefoze he can not be ercuſed ot 
ꝛelumptuous and wicked dealing therein. A- 
gaine, call you that reconciling , when the len- 
tence of reconciliation it ſelfe directlie fighteth 
with one of the textes? Zrucly it is like, as ifa 
man pꝛetending to part a fray, ſhould ſet vpon 
one ofthe parties himſelfe , But it is mantfeſt, 
that E.G. reſolution of theſe two places, ſtan⸗ 
deth directite againſt the place of the Corinthes, 
as appeareth both generallie by the whole dꝛift 
of the chapter, and perticulerlie by the reaſan S. 
Paule there rendzeth , while the naturall man 
can not vnderſtand the thinges that be of God: 
to wit, becauſe they haue a ſpirituall vnderſtan⸗ 
ding in them, which the naturall man can not 
E 3 reach 


reach vnto. Now if E. G. ſenſe ſtand, that the 
naturall man hath the ſame knowledge, with # 
the regenerate man, then is the Apoſtles rea- 
ſon quite ouerthꝛowne. Therefoꝛe it appeareth, 
that E. &. hath here reconciled no places at all. 
And now that his foile is apparant in this, 1 
will pzocced to buckle with him in the next. Pou 
know he pꝛomiſed to ſhew , what difference the 
holie Ghojt mabet h, betwene the inward man of the 
good, and the inward man of the bad. Let vs attend 
vnto him, though he haue thereby, enlarged his 
queſtion, frõ the naturall man, to the varcgenc- 
rate. The difference he putteth thus, that where. 
as the unregenerate man, miſlibing euil, and deſirous 
to will and ta do that which God commanaeth, wan- * 
teth notithiſtanding ſtrength, eit her to will or doe 
anie thing that good 1s , according to the comman- 
dement: the regenerate man , bath that ſtrength 
added to him by the ſpirite of God, ſo as he can both 
will, and do that Which Goa commandeth , though 
fleſh and blond ſtrine neuer ſo much againſt it . Let 
vs diuide the partes, and cramine them a ſu;- 
der. Cho [xt not, that all the dꝛift of E.G. 
in this ſettion, is to able his naturall man, to 
lap as much, as S. Paulie ſaide in the. to the 
Romanes, when he ſaid, To wil is preſent with 
me, but to pertorme that is good, I attaine 
not to, &c. to the ende, he might pꝛoue that 
Paul ſpake that, but concerning his eſtate befoꝛe 
he was regenerate, and thereſoꝛe hath he all this 
while, been buſilie blolbiig in the face ol his na⸗ 
turail man, to gil him as ſail of an inner man as 
he coulde, but now when wee come ta tric him 
by bis 
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as the regenerate man in a true meaſure willeth 
to do the commanndement of God in the pers 


= fecteſt maner : ſo that we ſee this is but a rathe 
Epghraimite, who ſtammeringly pꝛonoũceth ſibo- lunge 12 5. 


leth, foꝛ ſhubolet h, therefo2e hee mult needes haue 
here the rewarde ofa conquered EyHhraimite, that 
hencefo2th wee be troubled no moꝛe with him. 
Mel, though he haue thus onerthzown his own 
purpoſe, foꝛ his natural and vnregenerate man, 
pet he mindeth to make vp his loſle, in the arftes

when he coulde not do the god hee wonlde, Dig 
verie wo2des are theſe*: T he inner mau, minde 
or conſcience of the regenerate and rignteous man , 
it hath ſtrength and ſuiſticiencie by the ſpirit of God, 
both to will and do that good Which God commaun- 
deth, though fleſh and blood ſtriuꝛ neuer ſo much a- 
gainſt it. 
Firſt fo2 his phꝛaſe, wherein the conſcience 
is put :op office ofthe members, not ſo ſtrangely 
as fondip, J will not take the vantage that 4 
could: hut referre it to his onerſight, being per- 
ſuaded, that indeed hee ment thereby flatly thus 
much: to wit, That the regenerate man hath 
ſtrength and ſutticiencie by the ſpirit of God, 
both to will and doo that good which God 
commandeth, &c.

put the crowne offree-will vpon his head. Why 
ſhould we not now make halt to ſalute him, ſay⸗ 
ing, All haile victorious king? But (oft, that 
is a matter not ſo ſafe as you take it: experience 
telleth vs, that if there bee a pꝛince ſet vp with- 
out right, not only he and his pꝛoclapmers, but 
all other likewiſe , that congratulate and are 
knowne to ratiſie him with their voices, are in 
litle better caſe then traitoꝛs, and ſo ſhalbe elle 
med and rewarded. And if the terroz be ſo great 
in woꝛldly caſes, what are we to feare in heaue- 
ly matters, d Loꝛd our God being king of kings 
and a ielous God ? It is beſt therfoꝛe, befoꝛe we 
ſalute him king, to enquire of his right. This 
mult he haue, either in himſelſe, oꝛ from another 
that hath power to giue it him. That he hath a- 
ny ſuch right in himſelfe,by all the graces of his 
regeneration, the ſcripture euerie where deni⸗ 
eth, as hath been hitherto pꝛoued. And here 3 
ſaie moꝛeouer: if the regenerat ſhould haue ſuch 
power and perfection in this life, he mut either 
haue it at his ncw birth, oz els ſhoꝛtip after it: 
ſo as there may be a manifeſt ſeaſon, wherin hee

Ex- 
ample hercoffo2 our ſlender capacitie may bee 
this, A father ſetteth his pong ſonne on hoꝛſe- 
back, and ſtayeth him thercon with his hande, 
that he ſhall not fall : yet while the hoꝛſe goeth, 
he ſaith vato him, hold fair (my childe) hold faſt 
fo2 falling: although (3 ſaie) the ſccuritte of the 
childe reſt in the fathers holding, (himſelf being 
euer readie to lip of, either on one ſive oꝛ other, 
not willingly, but though his weaknes) pet his 
admonitions are not in vaine, fo2 they ſtill ſtir 
vp the childes deſtre, and cauſe a further care of 
better pꝛactiſe.

Pet E. g. who 
pꝛeſumed ſo much of his quicke ſight, that hee 
burſt ſet downe theſe points, and interpꝛete di⸗ 
uers ſcriptures, contrarie to the receined iudge⸗ 
ment,and ſenſe of the whole Church of GDD, 
was ſo blinde, in eſpying the conſequence of this 
place, that he aſketh , how this doeth prooue, 
that he can neuer fall away from God, that is 
once truely called and ſanctified. 
Certeinly hee ſhall neuer iudge colours foz 
me, that is not able to diſcerne one inch befoꝛe 
his eies. But leſt he haue left any, as dim eids 
as himſelfe behinds him, J will lend them theſe 
ſpectacles, to make the letters greater: Mhat⸗ 
ſoeuer is done not to be repented of, foz abideth 
euer vnremoueably, but the gifts that God gi⸗ 
ueth, and the calling wherewith he calleth his.

here anie doubtfulne ſle is, there is no ſolid 
top noꝛ comfozt, Final!y if it be true that E.. 
bath hetherto ſtod in, that euer as a man ſtan- 
deth firme, he is pꝛedel inate to life, and when 
he falleth, he is pꝛedeſtinate to death, then it fol- 
loweth, that he ie euer anon witten in, and ra⸗ 
ced out of the bone of life, which is p foꝛeknow - 
ledge of God: and ſo it can not be ſaid, that pꝛe- 


deſtinatien, is from befoze the begining of the reye r. 


world, when as this man maketh it but a dayly 
decree foz this life. The inconuentence whereof 
J perceiuc he ſaw not, when he ſet downe, that 
Dauid was pꝛedeſlſ nate from the beginning to 
be the child of the diuel when he ſinned, and a- 
gaine the childe of God when he repented. Tlel 

now at length, let vs heare his concluſton of this 
matter. Laſily ( E.G.) we dem not, but that 
God hath alſo predeſtinate me, neuer to fall away, 
but to be renewed alwates by repentance, and therein 
to perſeuere, cuen to the day of their death. But it can 
not be knownc Who are of this number, vntill we ſee

And if it did not greatly concerne euerie 
mans o bone ſelfe, the Apoltle would neuer (0 
vpbꝛadingly, haue bidden p Coꝛinthians, enter 
into this examinatiõð of themſelues, ſaping, Iry 
your own ſelues whether you be in the faith, 

proue your own ſelues, doe you not know 

your own ſelues, to wit, that leſus Chriſt is in 
you? except you be reprobates. Yetherto al- 
ſo maketh S. Peters exhoꝛtatiõ, that we would 
make our vocation and election ſure vnto us, 

that is, confirme our mindes therein by a holie 
life. Df the notes to examine our ſelues by, J 
haue ſpoken hertofoꝛe moꝛe cxacly,page 7 5.76, 
were arc deſcribed the ſrueral fruites ef our re⸗ 
cõciliatiõ Briefly, like as by god wo:ks indeed, 
we acknowledge ſanciſication, and from land: 
fication aſcend to faith: as which can bee no 
moꝛe ſcparated then the fire and his light) euen 
ſo,from thoſc ſure effects we gather our tffectu⸗ 
all calling, from that calling we conclude our c- 

lection, and ſo our pꝛedeſtination in Chziſt, as 

firinc, (th2zough the infallible connexion of *

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ſes x effects) euen as the thꝛone it ſelf, of God is 
firme 4 vnmoueable: ⁊ here faſtening y anker of 
cur hope which neuer maketh vs aſhamed , wee 
are carried vpward,and foꝛthzight ſtil we fare, 
amids y tempeſts of all temptations (being euer 
conquerous thꝛough the ſpirit of God) vntill at 
the laſt, we attaine fo the deſired gloꝛiſication.

to ſin wittingly, Bere his wholeſome gloſe vpon 
the text, telleth the reader, how little grace was 


in the man. Beſides a child cannot be decetued, 


that readeth p place, but mult ſee, that there the 
Apaſtle ſpeaketh of the loue, (not wherewith 
we loue God) but wherewith God loueth vs 
in Chriſt Ieſu. Now in that her hath framed it 
thus foꝛ his purpoſe, it declareth, that J haue 
not charged him amille hitherto, in laping he af- 
firmeth the regenerate man to haue a full x abſo- 
lute power to withſtand fi. Cat hich asJ haue 
(by the grace of God) plcntifully confuted here⸗ 
tofo2e , ſo pet can J not, but by this flat place, 
pꝛrſſe him mo2coucr and that wozthely , with 
theſe his owne abſurditics and contradictions, 
Firſt if the regenerate mans abilitie be ſo great, 
that nothing can conſtraine him to ſin, then it 
ſhould folow, that he cannot fin wittingly at az 
nie time, fo: S. Paul plainely inough teacheth. 
that his will is, euer to do that, hee knoweth 
God hath commanded him, and eucrie one of vs 
feeleth this moſt certainlp,. in his owne crperiece 
to be true.

In both which, 
Paaule ſpeaketh, concerning the offices and due⸗ 
ties of his Apoſtleſhip. I know nothing by my

ſelfe. Ind, The Lord ſhall deliuer me from e- ale — 


- uilworke. Fo2 concerning the perticuler aui- 
* ensandpaciſeof all his life, theſe places of his 
franke confeſſion ſhall foz euer ſtand vntouched, 
Ido not the good that I would, but the euil 
that I would not. And, I haue not yet attained 
the marke, nor am not perfect. Beſide what 
ſocucr map be ſaide foꝛ Paulis holie life, pet hee 
reaſoneth abſurdlie fro him to vs:as if pe — 
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haue ſaid: man can carric a hundꝛeth waight, 
therefoꝛe a childe can do the ſame. The 1. Joh, 
5.4. hurteth his cauſc: foꝛ the beginning of the 
verſe is, whoſocuer 15 borne of God , ouer- 
commeth the world, which we acknowledge, 
namely the wozke to be a doing , cuen from the 
firſt day of our effectuall calling, The other part 
ofthe verſe is, and this is the victorie which 
hath ouercome the world, to wit, our faith, 
wherm if his eies had ſerued him, he might haue 
ſeene, that our pꝛeſent vidoꝛp is placed, not in 
acuall,but in imputatiue righteouſneſſe oncly,

There is the goale, and this is the race wich 
we are ſet to runne in, vnto the fame, TU hich 
courſe becauſe we can not ſo ſtedfaſt iy hold on, 
but that we doe receiue flips and toiles often 
times, our Sauiour cliſoncs purgeth vs with 
his euerlaſting ſacrifice ,- and maketh vp our 
bꝛeaches by imputation of his vnſpotted righte- 
ouſncfſe, Thus as we haue cur enimics, that al- 
waies may annoy vs, ſo pet we haue our caps 
taine ſare, that euer will deliu er vs, Now 
ifany man, hard to bee perſwaded, will here 
ſtand queſtioning, why GOD reſtoꝛeth vs 
not in one moment, but conunitteth vs to this 
battaile, with Sathan and the fleth, whileſt we 
remaine in this life: the reaſons are at n 
4 3 
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to beat downe our p2ite and to humble vs, that 
when the naturall ticklinges of our pꝛoud con- # 
cciptes would ariſe , from the knowledg of our 
fauour with God, the pꝛeſent ſinht of our remat- | 
ning coꝛruption, might ſtrike downe our tailcs 
againe as the Peacocke Toth, at the beholding 
or his foule fret. Secondlie, fo2 that it is the

(no doubt) he lie ſt aduentured to the vewe of the
